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Council Considers Horseracing, Casinos

Concerns about a sluggish econ- 
omy, diminished development opportu- 
nities, and dwindling government fund- 
ing have prompted the Romulus City 
Councilto contemplate both horseracing 
and casinos for the City of Romulus. 

On Monday, council voted 5-2 to 
consider Magna Entertainment Corpo- 
ration's proposal fora racetrack on prop- 
erty northeast of the Wick/Vining inter- 
section, and voted 6—1 to investigate the 
possibility of hosting casino gaming. 

The horseracing vote was taken fol- 
lowing apresentation by Frank Stronach, 
Magna's founder and chairman of the 


_ board. Stronach told the council that he 


is the leading racehorse owner in Amer- 
ica, and that Magna, with 14 racetracks, 


| istheforemost racetrack aperator | inthe 


country. 


Stronach showedcouncilasite plan 
somewhat altered from the company's 
first proposal last fall. A total of three 
racecourses — to be located along the 
facility's north end on Smith Road — 
would be arranged in concentric ovals. 
The clubhouse would be located along 
the track's southern edge, while stables 
would be off to the east. To accommo- 
date the City's desire for more commer- 
cial development, Stronach said that 
Magna would also be willing to develop 
an amphitheater and a shopping mall 
just south of the clubhouse, as wellas a 
high-tech engineering center south of 
the stables. Landscaped parking would 
be accessible from both Wick and Vining 
roads. 

Stronach told the council that his 
company would be open to additional 
suggestions for change. 


"We would be totally flexible," he as- 
sured. "We would love to work with you." 

Responding to questions from City 
Councilmen Bill Crova and Bill Wads- 
worth regarding the project's timetable, 
Stronach stated, "We could start simul- 
taneously on the shopping mall, race- 
track, and high-tech [center]," adding 
that work could begin as soon as Magna 
obtained the necessary permits. 

In an apparent attempt to diffuse 
opposition to his project based on moral 
objections to gambling, Stronach said 
“Trading on the stock exchange is no 
different from going to the racetrack, | 
think, except racetracks are more fun." 
He also stated his belief that horseracing 
is a superior form of gaming compared 
to lotteries, which he called “a taxation 
of the poor."

RHS Robotics Team Competes

The General Motors Powertrain Ro- 
mulus Engine Operations/Romulus High 
School Eagles robotics team opened its 
2003 season by participating in aregional 
robotics competition held at Eastern 
Michigan University last month. Romu- 
lus placed 52nd in a field of 68 teams. 

The competition required teams to 
use predetermined materials to build a 
robot that could climb an inclined ramp, 
knock over approximately 20 large plas- 
tic storage bins, pile them up again, and 
get to the top of a platform before the 
time limit expired. 

In the preliminaries, each school’s 
team was paired with a team from an- 
other school, and had to play against a 
differenttwo-team opponent. Points were 
awarded for knocking bins off a platform 
into the opposing team's territory, for 
piling up bins, and for ending the match 
with a robot on top of the platform. 

The Eagles, who compiled a final 
record of 3-3, averaged 65 points per 
match. Their competition partner in one 
of their victories, the team from Daimler 
Chrysler/Walled Lake Western, led the 
preliminary round with an average of 
174 points per match, but lost in the 


finals to another DCX team from Lake 
Orion High School. 

David Cooper, the new faculty advi- 
sor to the Romulus robotics team, was 
pleased with the Eagles’ effort at the 
EMU event — which he said is generally 
regarded as “the biggest and toughest 
robotics regional in the country” — and 
was even more pleased with the team's 
12th-place finish at a later competition in 
Grand Rapids. 

“Romulus was in 6th place through 
the first day of the competition thanks to 
improvementin allaspects oftheteam's 
performance," said Cooper. 

Unfortunately, the Eagles eventually 
fell too far in the rankings to be eligible 
for the final round, which was limited to 
the top eight teams. 

The GM/Romulus robotics team 
was also scheduled to participate in a 
competition in Toronto, Canada, but GM 
decided not to send teams there due to 
the current SARS (severe acute respi- 
ratory syndrome) health risk. The GM 
Powertrain Romulus Engine division has 
donated $9,000+ and the services of 
three engineers to the Romulus High 
School robotics program this year. 4

The Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education received a report 
from the district's science department 
on March 24. The report featured ele- 
mentary students giving demonstrations 
of "hands-on" experiments made pos- 
sible by the science kits that the district 
purchases each year. 

Students from each grade level told 
Board members how they used the sci- 
entific method to conduct their experi- 
ments, using terms such as “hypoth- 
esis" (whatthey thought wouldhappen), 
“observation” (what they actually saw 
happen), and "conclusion" (whether or 
not their experiment's results supported 
their hypothesis). Experiment topics in- 
cluded geological formations, the solar 
system, electromagnetic motors, the 
formation of gases, andthe characteris- 
tics of floating objects. 

Pat Adams, the district's science 
coordinator forthe elementary level, and 
Chris Powers, strand leader for the sec- 
ondary level, noted that Romulus schools 
have been incorporating new instruc- 
tional strategies into their lessons this

Regarding concerns about crime, 
Stronach noted that track employees 
must be licensed and musthave aclean 
criminal record. He also said that, if 
asked, police in communities where 
Magna operates its existing racing facili- 
ties would confirm that there's hardly 
any criminal activity associated with the 
tracks. 

On the subject of slot machines, 
Stronach said that his company had 
planned to include them at the facility, 
and reminded the council that a portion 
of their revenue would go to the City, but 
added, "If the town doesn't want to have 
slot machines, there wouldn't be slot 
machines."

Citing a steady de- 
cline in commercial/industrial develop- 
mentas wellas revenue cuts, increased 
City expenditures, increased costs, and 
rising unemployment, Romak said, "| 
believe your proposal could provide a 
catalystfor further economic growth and 
development. ... | hope that you are 
people of your word, and that you are 
flexible and will offer our community 
beneficial economic options." 

Among those joining Romak in her 
support forthe proposal was Wadsworth. 

“If this can be the catalyst to begin 
something up there, then let it begin," 
said the City's senior councilman, who 
reminded listeners that he has been 
waiting 20 years for development to 
come to that area. 

But Councilman LeRoy Burcroff, one 
of the two who voted against the motion, 
doesn't think that a racetrack will spur 
further economic growth. 

‘| know that people are feeling im- 
patient because of all the proposals that 
have fallen through in the past, but | 
don't agree that anything is better than 
nothing," Burcroff told The Romulus 
News. "We had a definite vision for the 
development of that land — projects that 
would benefit the entire community; 
projects that we could all be proud of. 

“In my line of work, | do a lot of 
traveling, and | meet people from all 
over, he continued. "When | tell them 
l'm from Romulus, they mention either 
the Airport or the Landing Strip. | don't 
want a racetrack to become another 
negative landmark in our public image. 

‘Let's wait until we have a really 
attractive proposal to serve as a cata- 
lyst. | don't think that residential or cor- 
porate America wants to be located next 
to a horseracing facility." poke. 

Burcroff also opposes the project 
on a moral and spiritual level. 

‘| don't feel that people who gamble 
are bad; | just don't support it person- 
ally," he said. 


City Council Chairman Randy Gear 
joined Burcroff in opposing the race- 
track proposal, but later voted in favor of 
considering a casino proposal. 

"There's a big difference between 
the two," Gear said after the meeting. "| 
just don't believe that a racetrack would 
generate the revenue that they're pro- 
jecting. And there are other concerns, 
too, including noise and smell. 

“Casinos, on the other hand, are a 
proven draw for commercial business, 
which is what we really need. We've 
been disappointed by speculative devel- 
opers for 20 years now. It's time to get 
things started." 

Wadsworth agrees. 

“The reason that we're [considering 
casino gaming] ... [is that] our budget, 
every year, is getting smallerandsmaller 
and smaller," he said. "And if you had 
told me five years ago that | would have 
been in favor of this, I'd have told you I've 
got a Brooklyn Bridge. ... But we've 
come to the point rightnow thatthis town 
can no longer hope and pray that we'll 
get funds from state or federal people, 
because the funds aren't there ... and | 
think we, as elected officials up here, 
have an obligation to the people that 
sleep in this town to provide them with 
basic services. 

"As economic times get worse," he 
continued, "we don'tsee people rushing 
in here to develop in our town. And this 
may be a chance that we have to sit 
down as adult, educated people and 
look at the proposal. 

“This doesn't mean it's [positively] 
going tocome here ... because, if it's not 
what we want, I'm not going to vote in 
favor of it. But | think we have a definite 
obligation to listen to it.” 

Yet Burcroff — the lone dissenter — 
worries that the City would be opening 
its doors to something It can't control. 

“Indian casinos are federally regu- 
lated, superceding local jurisdiction," he 
explained. "We're already forced to deal 
with having a County-governed airport 
in the heart of our city. I'm not willing to 
relinquish any more of our property to 
the control of others." O
